EL PASO, July 7.—Excessive heat
is reported from towns along the
Mexican frontier today. From
Yuma, Ari., come dispatches atatin
that the temperature there is 11
degreca and _that this prevailed
throughout that section of the coun-
try.

These temperatures convey an
idea of the intense heat:which the
United States soldiers, especially

the national guardsmen have en-
countered on the border. Yuma is
near the California - Mexico line,
Added to the intense heat are the
blinding dust storms on the Mexican
front. These, however, are some-
what abated with the approach of

the rl[ny season,

WASHINGTON, July T7.-
bassador-designate Arredondo, neting upon
instructions from Mexico Cily, today notis
fisd the State Department that a large
Villlsta band attacked the Carranza Kar-
risan at Corrigliton, Jiminex, State
of Chihuahun, Wednesday, alniost destroy-
ing It A

Fearing the band might teke to the desert,
Carranza han asked the State Department
to have tha American border watched on
the American wside betweesn Boquillas and
OJinaga to prevent a rald. Carranza hns
promised to do his utmost on the Mexioan
side to Intercept such an attempt If made.

In order to aveld delay the smbasay
telophoned the Information to the State De-
partment as woon as It was recelved, and
ahortly after sent a formal writien commu-
nieation.

Thisn new poszition nssumed by General
Carranza and hia advisers was a distinet
rollelf to the United Staton, Orders Im-
mediately were rushed' to the various com-
mandera all along the line to kesap thelr
troops ready for any eventuality.

SITUATION SERIOUS,

The orders to Arredondo to announce that
the situation was serlous came direct from
General Carranza. According to an of-
ficial ptatement insued by the Mexican Em-
bassy the Carranza garrison at Corralitos
wans almost “destroyed’ by an attack from
the Villistas Whather Villa wan in par-

~The note delivered today by Secretary Lansing to
Ambassador Arredondo in reply to that received Tuesday from Foreign Minister

Sir—I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your communi-
cation of July 4, 1916, in which you transeribe a note addressed to me
by the Secretary of Foreign Relations of your Government and to re- .
quest that you transmit to him the following reply:

Mr, Secretary—I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of
your courteous note transmitted to me by Senor Arredondo on the fourth

instant in which you refer to my notes of June 20 and June 25, and to
assure you of the sincere gratification of my Government at the franlk
statement of the difficulties which have unfortunately arisen in our
relations mlong the international boundary and the unreserved expression
of the desire of your Government to reach an adjustment of these
difficulties on a broad and amicable basis,

The same spirit of friendship and of solicitude for the continuance
of cordial relations between our two.countries inspires my Government,
which equally desires an immediate solution of the matter of difference
which have long vexed bhoth Governments.

It is especially pleasing to my Government that the de facto Gov-

ernment of Mexico is disposed to

give quick as well as practical con

sideration in a spirit of concord to the remedies which may be applied

to the existing condition.

Reciprocating the same desire, the Govern-

ment of the United States is prepared immediately to exchange views
as to a practical plan to remove finally and prevent a recurrence of
the difficultics which have been the source of controversy,

Accept, Mr. Secretary, the renewed assurance of my highest con-

sideration.

Southwest of Thicpval a determined
German attack was completely repulsed,
Sir Douglas Haig, British commander,
reported.

The British gain east of La Boissells
is of particular importance, because it

links up with the eastward advance of

the French north of the Somme. The
Germans had massed large forces on
thia sector and counter-attacked des-
perately in efforts to fling back the
British line.

While the British are pushing their
drive, the French are resting north
and south of the Somme, apparently
waiting for the British to advance
sufficiently to permit‘. them to continue
their advance toward Peronne without
the danger of being flanked. The French
are consolidating thir gains, continuing
a heavy bombardmnt of German posi-
tions.

A great cannonade is in progress on
the Verdun front, the Germans cone
centrating their fire at Thisumounk,
Fleury and Chenois Woods.

A German attack in Le Petre Forest,
near Verdun, has been repulsed.
